James  Bullock,  7th  Generation.  (1735  -  1813) 

1st  wife,  Rebecca  Winpfield;  2nd  wife,  Ann  Waller. 

Dr.  J.  J.  Bullock,  grandson  of  James  Bullock,  in  quoting 
family  history,  called  him  James,  Jr.,  but  no  legal  document  or 
official  records  name  him  as  such.  The  Va .  records  proved  he 
was  legal  heir  of  Edward  Bullock,  d.  circa  1759.  His  tombstone 
in  the  Lexington,  Kentucky  cemetery,  gives  birth  date  Feb.  23, 
1735;  death  June  29,  1813. 

"History  of  Woodford  Co.,  Ky."  by  Railey,  states  that 
James  and  Edward  Bullock  v  ere  brothers  and  they  married  sisters, 
Rebecca -and  Agnes  Wingfield.  A  manuscript  in  the  Ky.  Historical 
Library,  entitled  "Annie  Waller's  Descendants",  gives  the  same 
information.  Gives  his  origin  Spotsylvania  Co.,  Va . ,  but 
records  prove  he  was  from  Hanover  Co.;  2nd  wife  from  Spotsylvania 
Co.  The  manuscript  was  dictated  by  Dr.  J.  J.  Bullock  and  Mrs. 
Barbara  Thompson  and  signed  by  Mrs.  Betty  Bryan. 

From  all  evidence  James  Bullock  lived  on  his  Louisa  County 
inheritance,  as  he  enlisted  in'  the  French  and  Indian  War  from 
the t  county.  Served  in  company  of  volunteers  under  Cant.  Wm. 
Phillips.  His  name  is  listed  from  Louisa  Co.  when  he  signed  a 
deed  of  trust  with  John  Cosby,  Aug.  1,  1766,  for  their  nephew, 

Wm.  Cosby,  son  of  Chas.  Cosby  and  Elizabeth  Wingfield. 

James  Bullock  and  Rebecca,  his  wife,  sold  their  Louisa  Co. 
land  of  2/+0  A.  in  1768.  Rebecca  died  between  1770,  when  she 
signed  her  Louisa  Co.  dower,  1773  when  he  married  Ann  WalK  - 

daughter  of  John  Waller  and  Anan  Carr,  daughter  of  Thos .  Carr. 

(Va  .  Gen.  by  Harden  Quotes  record  of  marriage  in  Berkley  Parish1 

The  name  of  James  Bullock  next  appears  on  Hanover  Co.  tax 
lists,  inclusive  of  1787.  Lend  lay  next  to  that  of  Edward 
Bullock  on  Beaver  Dam  Creek  end  Little  River,  an  inheritance 
from  Edward  Bullock,  a  1721  land  grant.  Will  of  John  Waller, 
probated  1776  in  Spotsylvania  Co.,  named  daughter,  Ann  Bullock 
and  son-in-law,  James  Bulloch:,  and  named  him  one  of  the 
Executors . 

Feb.  14,  1780,  Cant.  Wm  Phillips  svrore  before  the  Louisa 
County  Court  that  James  Bullock  served  under  him  in  a  company  of 
volunteers  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  James  Bullock  v/ent 
before  the  Hanover  Court  March  2,  1780,  and  made  oath  he  served 
under  Cent.

The  first  census  of  Virginia,  taken  1782,  records  James 
Bullock  with  11  in  family,  17  slaves,  Precinct  No.  5.  List  of 
Thos.  Trevlian.

James  Bullock's  Land  Grant 


Patrick  uenr.y,  Esq.,  Governor  of  Virginia.  To  All 
to  whom  these  present  may  concern,  Greetings: 

Know  ye,  that  by  virtue  fend  in  consideration  of 
a  military  warrant  rendered  under  the  Kin&  of  Great 
Britain,  is  proclamation  of  1763  and  numbered  5^9 
and  Issued  the  6th  day  of  March, one  thousand  Seven 
hundred  and  Eighty  unto  James  Bullock  a  certain  tract  of 
or  parcel  of  land  containing  two  thousand  acres  by  sur  ey 
bearing  thedate  the  twenty-second  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  Seven  hundred  and  Eighty-four  and  lying  and 
being  in  the  county  of  layette,  on  the  waters  of  Clear 
Creek  and  Kentucky  and  bounded  as  follows,  To  Wit, 

'beginning  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  below  the  mouth 
of  Clear  Creek  and  Kentucky  at  two  sugar  trees,  one 
standing  on  the  east  and  the  other  running  west,  marked 
with  the  letter  G  on  one  and  C.C.  on  the  other,  running 
west  four  hundred  and  sixty  poles  to  a  scaly  bark 
hickory  and  white  oak,  standing  on  the  bank  of  the  Kentucky, 
thence  with  the  same  north  forty-five  degrees  east  four 
hundred  and  ninety-five  poles  to  a  white  oak  and  sugar 
tree, thence  east  five  hundred  poles  to  a  scaly  barked 
hickory  and  buckeye,  thence  south  five  hundred  and 
twenty-two  poles  to  three  white  oak  saplings,  thence  west 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five  poles  to  the  beginning , with 
its  appurtenances :  To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  tract 
or  parcel  of  land  with  its  appurtenances,  to  the  said 
4ames  Bullock  and  his  heirs  forever. 

In  witness  thereof,  the  "said  Patrick  nenry  ,Esqui  r  e , 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  hath  hereunto  set 
his  hand  and  seal  and  caused  the  Seal  of  the  said 
Commonwealth  to  be  affixed  at  Richmond,  on  the  first 
day  of  June  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  One  thousand , Seven 
hundred  and  Eighty- five  and  of  the  Commonwealth , the 
ninth .
